War-Time Price Plan, 


Says Reed. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 351.— 
(United News.)—Senator James A 
Reed, of Missouri, democratic presi 
dential candidate, charged in a speech 
here tonight that Herbert Hoover's 
war-time price activities caused Amer- 
ican farmers to lose $350,000,000 on 
wheat alone. 

Reed used the same argument, 
charging the commerce secretary with 
fixing the maximum price of wheat 
at $2.20 a bushel, although congress 
had intended the figure as a ‘“min- 
imum -guarantee,” which was used 
last Saturday by the late Senator 
Willis, in an Ohio speech opposing 
Hoover for Ohio's republican presi- 
dential delegates. 

The $70,000,000 profit made by the 
United States Grain Kxport corpora- 
tion, Reed said, was “taken by force” 
fromthe farmers. This profit was 
made by selling in the higher markets 
of. Europe. The exports, he added, 
represented only one-lifth of the total 
productions, so “the direct boss could 
not be less than $350,000,000 on 
wheat alone.” 

“The restriction extended to sub- 
stantially all the farmers’ produets 
and the loss must have mounted into 
billions,” he said. — 

“At the same time, the farmer was 
forced to buy practically everything 
at prevailing high war -levels.” 

Reed said the recent agricultura! 
depression was due to deflation of 
currency, and charged that this de- 
flation was “demanded” by the 1920 
republican convention. He said 
Hoover . “sanctified” the deflatian 
plan in a 1920. Minneapolis speech,

| Man's Problem. 

The man and his. five youngsters 
presented a different situation. While 
the wife lived and furnished that in- 
spiration which is so necessary to 
most men, he earned a food living. 
But when she died and he began to 
realize his loss he would not bear his 
troubles alone. He sought the aid of 
intoxicating liquor. He drank until 
the town marshal locked him up. 
When sobered and set free to hurry 
back to his responsibility’ he drank 
again so constantly and neglected his 
children so regularly that the author- 
ities, who could not make him stay 
sober, settled the whole matter by 
ordering him to take his children and 
get out of town. 

They went, but they stopped in the 
first vacant house beyond the cor- 
porate limits in a community settled 
mostly by negroes. His. youngest, age 
3, and his oldest, noWw 14, were girls, 
and they must stay there alone during 
the day in the settlement of negroes, 
while the boys walked three miles to 
school and the father went to work 
an equal” distance. However, the 
drinking continued, the neglect went 
on, and the ease was reported to the 
Children’s Aid society. 

We visited him first on a Wednes- 
day three months ago; and he had then 
heen constantly in bed under the in- 
fluence of liqnor since the previous 
Sunday. His innocent young children 
with sad faces and unkempt appear- 
ance stood here and there about the 
little old farmhouse waiting for daddy 
to “come sober,” waiting in such hope- 
Jess manner as would appeal to one's 
deepest’ pity. Even as the sun went 
down we also waited for daddy to 
come sober so we could begin our 
work. 

Only three months 
since then, and I must say that not 
a great deal can be done with a 
situation like that in so short a time 
when one is not invoking the aid of 
the law, but only trying to secure the 
voluntary cooperation of a man in the 
rehabilitation of hamself and family 
of: five motherless children. 

In checking up during the last 
week, however, we find that this man, 
who hag really a wonderfully good 
heart, has not been unser the influ- 
ence of liquor again in these three 
months, and every day he has gone to 
his‘ work. We have taken his little 
girl of 3, who kept the older sister of 
14 from sachool, to her aunt, who lives 
in another part. of the state. This 
girl of 14 has been brought out of the 
undesirable neighborhood in the coun- 
try to board temporarily at a com- 
fortable private home in town, and 
the whole story, the characters of 
which may become some of Georgia's 
hest citizens of tomorrow, seems pro- 
gressing toward a cheerful ending.

“Georgia at present has five almost 
identical mysteries which have come 
about within the last four months. 

None of them has been solved. 

Combined and equally baffling, 
they are the mystery of the four 
missing men and one missing woman. 

The term “mystery” is given veri- 
similitude by virtue of the rank and 
standing of the men who. have van- 
ished and by the manner in which 
they disappeared. 

The case of the woman is linked to 
that of one of the four men whose 
name has been connected with hers in | 
a marriage episode in another state. 

Two of the men are preachers. A 
third is a circuit court solicitor, while 
the fourth is a member of the Geor- 
gia house of representatives. 

The woman is a recent widow. She 
vanished one day prior to the dis- 
appearance of one of the ministers in 
the case, and frem the same. town, 

Two of the men are professional, 
highly regarded in their communities 
and warmly’ respected by their 
friends. The two others, public offi- 
cials, also enjoyed wide popularity in 
their careers, and the cause of their 
absénce baffles investigators.

tory that the citizens of Augusta re- 
seutly voted a bond issue of $100,000 
to erect a nurses’ home for the pupil 
nurses at the institution and finding 
this was not enough to meet require- 
ments city council voted $40,000 ad- 
ditional. Winter' visitors to Augusta 
throughly appreciating the wonderful 
‘service being rendered by the univer- 
sity hospitals ‘to this city and section, 
have contributed $21,000 to the cause 
nf further enlarging and beautifying 
the nurses’ home and furnishing it 
properly. It is expected that by the 
time the building is compxeted, it now 

eing in course of construction, 
an expenditure of $200,000 will rep- 
resent the total sum available for the 
building and furnishings, as several 
rifts of $1,000 to $15,000 have been re- 
ceived for the cause.

Adjacent to the university hospitals 
is the Wilhenford Children’s hospital, 
an endowed institution that is render- 
ing fine service to the children of the 
city.

The cooperative plan developed 
at Augusta has made the medical col- 
lege and the university hospitals 
famous thronghout the country and 
much valuable research work as well 
a8 practical and special medical service 
is being carried out in a highly success- 
ful manner. 

Dr. Carlisle S&S. Lentz, superintend- 
ent of the hospital. has been at the 
head of the institution for the past 
seven years and John B. Hallanan is 
secretary. The university hospital is 
entirely dissociated from any local 
politics whatever and the institution 
is universally regarded as one of the 
greatest assets to the city. The city 
provides through lease the building and 
campus of the Georgia Medical collese 
and in this way works in harmony and 
cooperation with the state ef Georgia 
in establishing one of the finest metli- 
cal schools in the country. 

The value and importance of the 
university hospitals to Augusta is -_ 
sidered universally as beyond comput: 
tion and there would be no ere 
tion given to a proposition to pursue 
any other course than that now fol- 
lowed in the administration of the in- 
stitution. A great amount of valuable 
work in the public health feature of 
the service rendered is being given to 
the citizens of Augusta and Richmond 
county. Cooperative work is com- 
pletely wiping out hookworm in the 
county, eradicating typhoid fever, eliin- 
inating malaria and other fine work, 
including such matters as. diphtheria 
prevention work and other preventive 
measures characterizing the special 
work of the institution.

Atter Probe 


Not More Than Two Years 
Old, Say Federal 
Experts. 


Washington, March 31—(P)—The 
live toad. found recently’ near Fred- 
er:ck, Okla., in the same, cla? strata 
which -has yielded relics of thé. gl-cial 
age of approximately 300,000 years 
ago, arrived atithe national museum 
today and after undergoing the care- 
ful scrutiny of reptile experts and 
biologists was {hronounced a perfect 
specimen of a two-year-old western 


toad. 

Dr. Oliver 
paleontologist 6f the Carnegie 
tute, and Dr. Lionel Stejneger, pend 
curator of hiology and chief of the 
reptile division of the Smithsonian 
institution, bestowed the name _ bufo 
compactilis on the toad and announc- 
ed it would be shipped back to its 
native heath, the gravel pit of the 
Red river. 

The scientists explained that Bufo 
had in some way slipped through a 
fissure in the ridge and become lodged 
in the red clay strata.

Agreement on the Jones bill, 
by the senate this week after only 90 
minutes’ debate, will satisfy republi?

Only one of the 21 members of the 
committee voted against reporting the, 
Jones bill to supplant the original 
house measure approved by the com- 
mittee. The agreement was reached 
after two days of consideration of 
the problem by the committee, in ex- 
ecutive sessions, 

‘Amendments to Bill. 

The principal amendments to the 
Jones measure include: 

1—Providing a survey to determine 
whether reservoirs may be used to 


control the heavy Mississippi floods. 

2—Providing a survey of specifical- 
ly named tributaries looking toward 
flood control on those rivers. j 

The Jones bill authorizes an ap 
propriation of $325.000.000 whith 
compares with $473,000,000 in the 
house bill. 

The house committee changed thie 
language of the bill to make it mere 
emphatic that no local contributions 
would be required in financing the 
flood control project. 

The work will be earried out, ‘if 
the bill is passed and signed by Presi- 
deut Coolidge, by a commission com- 
posed of the. secretary of war, the 
chief of army engineers, the presi- 
dent of the Mississippi river commis- 
sion, who is a retired army engineer, 
and two civilian engineers. The com- 
mittee by an amendment made it man- 
datory to select civil engineers who 
have not been army engineers, 

Survey Rules Made. 

The surveys of tributaries. looking 
to flood control, will be made on the 
following rivers:and their tributaries, 
under the house amendments: 

Red River, Yagoo, AVhite, St: 
Francis, Arkansas, Ohio. Missouri and 
Lilinois, 

For ‘this purpose the house commit- 
tee authorized an additional appro- 
priation of $5,000,000, This is in 
addition to a £7,000.000 rivers and 
harbors act appropriation made last 
year for a similar purpose. 

The committee instructed Reid: to- 
night to seek joint consideration of 
the flood control bill and a measnre 
by Representative Curry, republican, 
California, committee member, for 
control of the flood waters of the 
Sacramento river. This California 
bill’ readjusts the proportion of ‘ con- 
tributions for that project to one-third 
each from federal government. state 
government and Ineal levee districts. 
At present, the local districts eontrib- 
ute two-thirds and the state and fed- 
efal government one-sixth each. 

The Jones bill approved tonight 
adopts the comprehensive Mississippi 
flood-control project proposed by Ma- 
jor General Edgar Jadwin, army en- 
gineer chief, but provides also that 
the special commission created may 
take any recommendations in the proj- 
ect prepared by the Mississippi river 
commission: The Mississippi river 
commission -is authorized to earry, out 
the flood control project under’ direec- 
tien of the special commission headed 
by the secretary of’ war. 

Colonel Charles IL, Potter, retired 
head of the Mississippi river commis- 
sion, will be raised to a brigadier gen- 
eral and his salary increased to $10,- 
000. Other members of the commis- 
sion will receive salaries of $7,500.

Eyes Turned te Ohio.

This article concluudes the informa-

-markable receiver. 

If a B eliminator is used with the 
receiver, it is very important that it 
be only of the glow-tube-regulated, fix- 
ed valtage type, for it is necessary 
that the valves of 45 and 135 volts 
required for the receiver B circuit 
be accurate to within 10 or 15 per 


ly impossible to obtaim by guess work 
with standard B eliminators equipped 
with variable voltage controls. Such 
eliminators may be used with the re- 
ceiver only when preliminary adjust-} 
ment of their output volfage may be 
made with a good high resistance volt- 
meter. ‘The S-M 652 or 652A types 
are the only glow-tube-equipped power 
units now on the market, and one of 
these should Be employed. The B 
minus, plus 45 and plus AMP. posts 


should he connected to the similarly 
marked posts of the power unit. The 
plus 135 pest of the receiver must 
be connected to one end of a 3,800- 
ohm resistance, as well as to one end 
of a 5.500-ohm resistance. The re- 
maining end of the 3,800-ohm resist- 
ance may connect to the plus 90 post 
of the power unit, and the remaining 
end of the 5,500-ohm section may con- 
nect to the plus AMP. post of the 
power unit—a Ward-Leonard type 
659 resistor may be used satisfactorily 
for this purpose, the resistor being 
placed at some point near the power 
unit. (One power unit, not equipped 
with glow-tube regulator, but with 
fixed B voltage taps of sufficient ac- 
curacy for operation of the 630-SG, 
is the S-M type 675, which, ineci- 
dentally, also supplies enough B pow- 
er so that a 210 tube may be used in 
the last audio stage of the receiver to 
which this power amit will furnish 
A, B and © power, as well as B power 
to the rest of the receiver.) 

The operation of the receiver is 
ridiculously simple, it simply being 
necessary to turn it on with an ON- 
OFF switch, adjust the VOLUME 
knob to the maximum or full right po- 
sition and tune in stations which will 
he received with the two dials ro- 
tating approximately alike. Volume 
may be regulated with the VOLUME 
knob and a course regulation of the 
dial effec- 
ted by throwing the antenna short and 
long switch from SHORT to LONG 
position and viee versa. If the set 
is to be operated in a residential dis- 
trict three or four miles from a local 
hroadecast station, the plate leads of 
the RE amplifier tubes should be fast- 


ened under terminal serews' No. 2 of 


the “B,” “C” and “D”" coil sockets, 
which is the position of the greatest 
volume together with extremety geod 
selectivity. Moving the three plate 
leads to post four of the respective 
coil soekets increases the selectivity 
and decreases the volume very slight- 
ly. While connecting the plate leads 
to post 1 of the. “B,” “C” and “D" 
coil sockets give an extremely high 
value of selectivity at the expense 
of a slight decrease in volume, this 
connection is recommended only where 
the receiver is located within half a 
mile or a mile of a broadcasting sta- 
tion, 

The three condensers in the “B,” 
“C” and “D" stage compartments 
should be ganged by fastening the link 
motion te them and adjusting it so 
that all three condensers begin to in- 
terleave and hit their stop rods at the 
same time. After the set has been in 
operation, the antenna length should 
be cut down until- some station at 
about 300 or 325 meters is barely 
audible. ‘The right hand condenser 
then be loosened from the ganging and 
tuned’ individually. While the “B” 
and “CC” condensers are tuned together 
for loudest signal, the condition of the 
loudest signal will be when the “D 
condenser lags slightly behind the “B” 
and “C” condengers and the link mo- 
tion should be tightly locked in place 
at this point after which no .attention 
need be paid to ganging. \ 

In operating the 630-SG_ fteceiver, 
remember that it tunes exactly like 
any ordinary neutrodyne or non-oscil- 
lating tuned RF receiver and that it 
will not oscillate if propertly assem- 
bled (except in the case of yery un- 
usual operating conditions when _ it 
may oscillate with the plate leads con- 
nected to post 2 of the “B,” “©” and 
“DPD” eoil sockets, and with.no an- 
tenna connected to the receiver.) 

With even a 15-foot antenna con- 
pected the set will net oscillate at 
any wave length. The set in operat- 
ing Should give loud speaker signals 
upon stations barely audible upon 
other tuned RF or superheterodyne re- 
ceivers, or. it should give equivalent 
volume with far greater selectivity on 
any stations that may be heard with 
any standard tuned RF receiver oper- 
ating on a 60 to 100-foot antenna. 
The shielded grid receiver for this 
test being equipped with a 10) to 15- 
foot length wire for an antenna. So 
operated, it will provide superhetero- 
dyne selectivity, surprising simplicity 
of operation, and volume equal, er, 
greater than that obtainable from 
standard tuned RF and ordinary su- 
perheterodyne receivers.

Emory Grads 
Assured Places, 
Dr. Cox. States 


Virtually all of this year’s graduates 
of Emory university will find immedi- 
ate employment, either in business or 
the professions, after graduation in 
June, according to Dr. H. W. Cox, 
president of ‘the institution, . who 
yesterday discussed modern methods 
of education. ' 

“Tt used to be that the*trained col- 
lege man had rough sledding after 
graduation,” Dr. Cox said. “It wasn 
problem to find a job for him. . Now 
the problem is to find the trained col- 
lege man for the job. Conditions have 
reversed themselves, 

“Our system of education is fitting 
young men, through study and mental 
discipline, for executive work.» Em- 


ployers look. to us for men with this | 


qualification. They themselves can 
train them in technical details.” 

He added that several large corpor- 
ations which employ trained men ask- 
ed for interviews with members of 
the junior and senior classes with a 
view of placing them in their organi- 
zations. 

“Last year we placed. virtually all 
the graduates of, our, law course, in 
law offices’ throughout the. south,” 
Dr. Cox said. “It is hard to supply 
the demand for graduates-in pur. busi- 
ness administration course, which -in- 
cludes economics and-accounting. 

“We have letters from 


ates. to begin their practice there. and 
we can't supply the demand for teach- 
ers. in eolleges and... schools. «There 
are ten places open for every graduate 
from the theological department.” 

Many of the offers of places are 
voluntary, Dr. Cox said. The 
versity, however, has an employment 
bureau, and iff works in cooperation 
with the college placement office, 
for which Dr. Cox had warm praise. 

“We try to give to our students 
much of the training that used to be 
gained solely through the apprentice- 
ship system,” Dr. Cox added. ‘

next term, degrees would be offered 
in the departments of mechanical, 
electrical, civil and chemical  engi- 
neering.

He is well known 
in Atlanta, and also in New Orleans, 
where he was located for some time. 

In his article Mr. Baber refates 
several interesfing steries of the man- 
ner in which counterfeiters work, and 
said that as most spurious issues will 
not survive the scrutiny of an ex- 
pert handler, the transactions in which 
$100 bills, or higher denominations. 
figure, nearly always occur in banks 
or large mercantile houses employing 
money experts, the counterfeiter there- 
fore selects his model from among the 
eurrency more generally used, , 

Mr. Baber says that the counter- 
feiting industry has been greatly revo- 
lutionized by the simplification of the 
modern processes of printing and ¢n- 
graving, and today the counterfeiter 
operates more~-hurriedly than _for- 
merly. Ignorance of the public in 
matters pertaining to features dis- 
tinguishing United States currency is 
used by the counterfeiter as one of 
his best assets, he says.

“We will consider tre case of a ball hit to carry 200 
vards,” says Doran. “The distance would be traversed in five 
seconds, and a simple calcu'ation will show that the average 
speed of the hall must have been approximately 82 miles an 
hour—much greater, of course, for the major portion of the 
journey, and slowing down a bit towards the end.” 


To help the ball along, the wind’s velocity would. have to be greater 
than the speed of the sphere. That's sound. And since when, Mr.

As he comes to the 
fourth tee he is trying to remember 
the things that will correct that wild 
slice or that wilder hook or that mis- 
erable topping spell. is entire 
mental system is tied up in knots, 
and this, in turn, affects the- nerve 
and the’ physical system.

After play- 
ing one or two bad holes, they would 
be much better off if, in place of try- 
ing to locate the source of all their 
troubles, they began by taking a 
lighter grip and ealling on such relax- 
The trou- 
or two bad holes at 
the start of a round have a knack of 
chasing all relaxation eff the reserva- 
tien Relaxing and keeping relaxed 
is the hardest trick in golf. For if 
one starts badly there is the strain 
of making up lost ground. And if one 
starts well there is:the strain of pro- 
tecting a good score. 

The. only satisfaction the golfer has 
is that the other fellow is also over- 
golfed and stale and struggling and 
suffering. Misery, in golf, usnally has 
all the company it ean accommodate. 
But a recess now and then will be one 
of the finest of all tonies for a_ bet- 
ter score. One of the first tests 
of staleness is head lifting and body 
lurching. Also the jabbing of putts. 
They are signs that almost never fail.

tion Mr. Hanna still refuses to deny or affirm the report that he once 
held horses for the popular bandits, or that he ever acted as exercise 
boy for the James Brothers’ stable. 

According to Mr. Snodgrass, the bandits operated the stable under 
the name of Frank and Jesse Howard stable. This was not at all by 
way of subterfuge. It is permitted to all those who race thoroughbreds 
to conduct these activities under a stable name. For instance, a very 
prominent banker owns the. Belair stud, once controlled by George 
Washington, and runs his horses under that name. 

It seems that with the James boys banditry was their business, while 
racing was their amusement. It was for that reason that they took the 
name of Howard. They did not want their sport confused with their 
business. They wished it to appear that they were forgetting all about 
their business when they appeared at the race track,- which indicated 
that the James boys réally had some of those finer instincts credited to 
them by their various biographers, including Mr. William B. Hanna. 

“And the James boys ran their horses to win,” said Mr. Hanna. 


“You never heard any accuSation to. the effect that a James horse was 


pulled in a race. What they. were doing in Missouri at the same time 


was nobody’s business, though | believe that the governor of Missouri- 


was Offering some sort of reward at the time for either of the James 
boys, alive or dead. But he did not take any action against the horses.” 

From what I hear, train robbing is a nerve-racking sort of business, 
the hours being irregular and the returns ‘uncertain. It requires a cer- 
tain amount of concentration and quickness of thought. It was natural 
then that the James boys should turn’ to the turf for their relaxation. 
There they could forget their business, being reminded of it only occa- 
sionally when they were forced to enter into conversation with a book- 
maker, 

As yet there does not seem to be any extensive popular indigna- 
tion against the barring of Harry F. Sinclair and his horses, but indig- 
nation is slow to rise these days. The reaction will come later, and 
there no doubt will be a storm of protest against the action of the 
Maryland racing commission for upsetting one of the traditions of the 
American turf and perhaps the turf of the world. 

So far Mr. Sinclair has made no gesture of protest:against the edict 
Of the Maryland race track overlords... That may come later—and it 
may not. Friends of Mr. Sinclair insist that he would feel a little deli- 
cacy about claiming the same rights and privileges that were accorded 
the James boys by the fair-minded guardians of the turf of Tennessee. 

Oh, well, there is a lot of injustice in the world at the current 
writing, and if one easily became indignant he would become overtaken 


by apoplexy at an early date. But it hardly seems right that the modern 
turf authorities should discriminate between the James boys and Mr. 
Harry Sinciair, merely because Sinclair has more horses. Public opinion 
may yet force the Maryland commission to reinstate Sinclair with the 
same alacrity with which it reinstated Earl Sande.

Interest of Auto Owners 
In Engine Is on Increase 


Millions of owners and prospective 


owners of automobiles have visited 
the more than three-score automobile 
shows held throughout the country 
since January 7 of this year. At- 
tendance records have generally shown 
an increase and reports from all man- 
ufacturers indicate a better informed 
interest in the mechanism of cars 
than ever before. 

Particularly is this true of new en- 
gines or of the engines occupying a 
unique or dramatic place in the pub- 
lic eve. One of the high spots of 
interest in all shows has been the 
Airman air-cooled engine of the Frank- 
lin Automobile company. Attendants 
at the various Franklin exhibits 
through the country. report tha tthe in- 
creasing dependence of aviation on 
air-cooling for reliability has swung 
a big interest toward that type motor 
this vear. People are inclined to be- 
helieve that there is some material 
difference between the air-cooled avia- 
tion engine and the Franklin engine.

Many Important Inventions 


The death of J. W. Packard re- 
cently at Cleveland recalled to the 
minds of many veterans of the auto- 
mobile industry outstanding contribu- 


tions to the motor ear industry made 
by the originator of the Packard au- 
tomobile. Many things now used on 
all cars were the invention of Mr. 
Packard more than a quarter of a 
century ago. 

J. W. Packard and his brother, 
W. D. Paekard were prosperous manu- 
facturers of electric lights and elec- 
trical supplies at Warren, Ohio, when 
they decided to build an automobile. 
Their car was completed November 
6, 1899. It was such a sueecess that 
friends forced them to build others 
and in a short time the Packard Mo- 
tor Car company was launched. 

The first car, designed and built 
by J. W. Packard with the assistance 
of W. D. Packard, contained the basis 
for the automatic spark advanee now 
used on all cars. A patent on the de- 
vices was granted Mr. Packard two 
vears later. In additon to an auto- 
matic advance the original patent cov- 
ered mechanism for producing a spark 
of constant duration, regardless of the 
speed of the engine. a feature with- 
out which automobiles now could 
searcely run. 

Other Inventions. 

The familiar “H” slot for shifting 
gears, found on. all motor cars now 
manufactured, was another of the bet- 
ter-known mechanical’ features in- 
vented by J. W. Packard. ‘The first 
Packard car had a cross spring at 
the front end similar to that used for 
a number of years by one of the larg- 
est manufacturers and this too was 
covered by a patent granted Packard. 

Motorists today can set the throttle 
eontrol of their cars, on the steer- 


celerator without disturbing the set- 
ting of the hand control because of 
another invention of Mr. Packard. He 
was granted a patent on this device, 
now universally used, in 1905. 
One of Mr. Packard's original in- 
ventions played an important part in 
the Liberty motor. It was the use

Big Wheels and Big Tires 
- Necessary, Says Expert

The American Automobile associa- 
tion has spoken an important truth 
in its recent report on the necessity 
of bigger and better car tires for mod- 
ern traffic: An automobile company 
can scarcely commit a more serious 
injustice to its buyers than to utilize 
tires which are tndersize or inade- 
quate to modern needs. : 

Briefly, the A. A. A. found that 
today’s conditions—constant stopping 
and starting, plus generally higher 
running speeds—are so destructive of

pounds more—a factor of engineering 
design fully as important as special 
steels or other high grade materials. 

The use of oversize tires is doubly 
important, for they not only increase 
tire life but car life also. They cush- 
ion the whole machine against road 
shocks.*Our practice is to use only 
28 to 30 pounds of air in an Essex 
tire—35 to 38 in a Hudson. If we 
were to use smaller and cheaper tires 
and inflate them to 45 pounds pres- 
sure or more, the cars would be jolted 
just that mueh ‘More severely on the 
reads, The tires would wear ont all 
the more rapidly because given a job 
beyond their capacity. Passengers 
would get a rough, hard, uncomfort-

If I were a car buyer, I would first

TAKE A LESSON FROM AUGUSTA! 

The Constitution presents else- 
where in today’s issue a news ar- 
ticle giving the details of the suc- 
cess of the city of Augusta in re- 
moving the city’s hospital from the 


reach of either municipal or pro-| 


fessional politics. 
It is a story that should be read 


at every hearthstone in Atlanta, and! 


that should be particularly studied 
by the members of the Atlanta city 
council. : 

Until a few years ago the city 
hospital of Augusta was subject to 
political control. It was for years 
the football of councilmanic politics, 
being constantly involved in wran- 
gles over professional jealousies— 
the same as in Atlanta now. 

Hospital administration in Augus- 
ta under these adverse conditions 
were. very similar to the character 
of administration that has had con- 


- trol of Atlanta’s Grady hospital for 
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years. 

Augusta determined upon a new 
order of things several years ago, 
the physicians of the city and coun- 
cil uniting in the position that all 
inferests could be best served by 
placing the hospital under the direct 
management of the Medical College 
of Georgia, which, as a branch of 
the state university system, is lo- 
cated in Augusta. 

Augusta now appropriates $90,- 
000 annually for the maintenance 
of the hospital, free service being 
rendered to the poor of the city, 
the county contributing an addi- 
tional amount in proportion to the 
county indigents cared for.

A “DANSE MACCABRE.” 

Once again American jurispru- 
dence, tangled in the web of its own 
precedent, has made itself the laugh- 
ing stock of the forces of crime and 
the scornful despair of all who 
dream of the day when justice shall 
reign supreme and law and order 
maintain its undeviating control 
over outrage and murder. 

On October 6 last, less than six 
months ago, George Remus, erst- 
while “bootleg king,” slew his wife 
on a public street in Cincinnati. 
He chased her taxicab with his own 


and pursued the fleeing, distraught 
woman, and then, in broad daylight, 
shot her to death as his horrified 
daughter protested. 

The reason? Because she was 
going, in accordance with law, to 
the courts to seek a divorce. 

Arraigned before a jury to an- 
swer for his crime, the killer en- 
tered a plea of not guilty by rea- 
son of insanity. 

The jury found for the defense, 
after a trial in which, acting as his 
own: attorney, Remus staged a bi- 
zarre performance fit more for the 


stage of a farce revue than for a 

courtroom and a trial for myrder. 
The verdict carried with it con- 

finement for life in an institution 


for the insane. . 


| 
The presiding judge, rightfully, 


again found the killer insane at a 
hearing a few days later and or- 
dered him committed to the asylum, 


| Now, in the Ohio state hospital 


for the mentally unfit, a higher 
court has found him sane and or- 
dered his release on,a writ of habeas 
corpus. The prosecutor is striving, 
according to the news dispatches, 
to prevent his release by carrying 
the case to the supreme court, but 
it is clearly indicated that the 
chances at this writing are that the 
wife murderer will in the near fu- 
ture go free of all restraint with- 
out having paid any penalty for his 
crime, save the two months in which 
he has stayed in a comfortable 
Sanitarium. 

It is not to be wondered that 
crime thumbs a figurative finger 
from its derisitiva nose at the 
forces of law when such fantastic 
performances as this can be staged 
in the courts of America.

To do that, 
we must act in the light of the past. 
Neither peace nor war are accidents 
in history. There lie buried beneath 
the confusion of superficial events 
adquate causes, which produced on 
the one hand the most destructive 
war of the world, and on the other 
the most notable triumph of peace. 
We will do well to examine those 
causes in the light of past triumphs 
and failures. 


The year 1814 found England and 
America both busily building warships 
on the Great Lakes, with the delib- 
erate intention of arming for another 
fight. The old lie “in time of peace, 


pears for war,” was still dominant, 
ut in 1818 these two nations quiet- 
ly took the most revolutionary ‘step 
in international history. By mutual 


agreement they turned their warships 


. 


into commercial vessels. More than 
a hundred years ago these pioneers, 
three thousand miles away from the 
intrigues and traditional distrusts of 
European diplomacy, saw clearly that 
frowning forts fringing the frontiers 
of neighbors, with their guns point- 
ed at each other's peace and pros- 
perity, was a constant international 
irritation. They saw that this as-

sumption of a ibility of war was 
a constant invitation to war. ; 
This daring experiment of a cen 
tury and more has proven to be © 
practical procedure for permanetl 
peace. For a hundred and fourteen 
years, nothing but an imaginary line 
four thousand miles long, stretching 
across our northern frontier, has 
separated two growing, ambitious, 
sensitive peoples. Innumerable vexa- 
tious and ‘irritating questions e 
arisen during this period. There have 
been questions of boundaries. fishet 
ies, navigation, and mines, involving 
contending interests, which might easi- 
ly have provoked a fight. Demagogues, 
jingoes, adventurers and conscience- 
less politicians have 
peacefulness @f these governments, 
but today every ancient controversy 
has been practically settled. and every: 
chronic cause for irritation has been 
cured, without the firing of a gun. 


The Psychology of a Gun. 


There is a psychology of nations,. 
as well as of indiyidvals. There is @ 
dangerous suggestion in guns and uni- 
forms. Central Europe. prior . te 
1914, is a deadly example of people 
taught to “goose step” from 
hood, and who have had shoulder dec 
orations held up as the prizes of life, 
One's attitude is often the prophesy 
of one’s action. He who carries a 
gun, carries with it the mental prem- 
ise of the possibility of a fight, and 
throws down the gauntlet to others, 
warning them to be on guard. ; 


Nevertheless, we.must see clearly 
the actual condition of the nations 
of the world when we talk of uni- 
versal disarmament. “It takes two 
to make a bargain,” between two, but 
it takes fifty-two to make a hargain 
hetween fifty-two. We cannot _ iift 
the deadly, stupid, costly weight of 
armaments from the backs of men 
until there is something like a uni- 


versal agreement among all the na- 


tions. But here again, Great Britain 
and America must lead the way. It 
is necessary to police the oceans 
against possible pirates, This, and 
only this, shéuld be the objective in’ 
any shipbuilding program. * Such a 


program would be negligible in its 


cost and in its war psychology, in 
with the present pro- 
grams of the nations of the workd. 
Should Great Kritain and the United 
States, by their declarations and by 
their practical naval programs, say 
definitely to the other nations of the 
world, “We are not arming against 
each other, nor are we arming togeth- 
er against civilization,” there would.

About 12 months ago 41 pastors 
and officials of churches: of the south 
addressed an “Appeal to the indus- 
trial leaders of the south.” The oc- 
casion for the appeal was stated to 
be “the necessity for the improvement 
of certain social and economic con- 
ditions, especially ‘in the textile in- 
dustry, but existing also in other in- 
dustries, These are, to speak briefly, 
the isolation of population in the mill 
village; the long working week, ex- 
tending in many industries even to 55 
and 60 hours; a certain amount of 
the seven-day week which still ex- 
ists in some industries; the employ- 
ment of women and children between 
14 and 16 at over-long periods of la- 
bor; low wage standards in some in- 
dustries with. consequent depressed 
standards of living, and the general 
absence of labor representation in our 
factories.’ 

The signers declared their belief 
that “all these conditions can be stead- 
ily improved, and urged the industrial 
leaders holding positions -of responsi- 
bility and vantage to take the _ini- 
tiative in their improvement, in order 
that by friendly cooperation of em- 
ployers, employees, churches, educa- 
tors and officials of the state it might 
be possible to build. in the south by 
united effort a greater and more pow- 
erful industry, constructed solidly 
upon good-will and cooperation, avoid- 
ing the waste and bitterness of indus- 
trial conflicts and mitigating the in- 
tensity of the class strggle.” 

In conclusion, the appeal closed with 
the -positive @eclaration that such a 
policy called for “an intelligent and 
sympathetic appreciation by the public 
ot the difficulties, financial and other- 
Wise, which beset leaders of southern 
industry, and for wholehearted = co- 
operation of Jabor, organized and un- 
organized,” and gave pledge of “active 
efforts on the part of the signers to 
secure this understanding and _  ¢o- 
operation.” 


There has been considerable criti- 
cism, some quite denunciatory, of the 
signers of the appeal, and especially 
of the writer by.name. While ex- 
ceedingly regretful that such  hys- 
terical, intemperate and denunciatory 
language should be used in reply to a 
respectful; temperately-worded, consid- 
erate appeal, the personal elements in- 
volved are of small importance com- 
pared with the larger issue of the im- 
provement of the social and economic 
conditions to which the appeal calls 
attention.

that is claimed by the advocates of the 
company-controlled mill village ad-/} 
mitted to be trne. there are other 
very serious conditions which = ery 
aloud for immediate improvement, and 
which must not be minimized or ob- | 
secured by the clamorous defense of; 
the mill village. 

Speaking on this subject, the epis- | 
copal address of the general confer-} 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal!

Another thing. ‘The only possible 
solution’ of the parking problem in 
this country will be the production of 
more cars.

Mrs. Patks Issues 
Information On 


Physical Exams 


Mrs. H. G. Parks, president of the 
Pre-School council, issues the follow- 
ing important information and gurges 
physical examination and registration 
for kindergarten for children, May 1, 
2, 3 and 4: 

“How many children in your com- 
munity are physically able to contin- 
ue school wotk without interruption 
during the school year? Do sou know 
tow much it meangto your communi 
ty in dollars and cents to have each 


child 100 per cent free from remediable 
defects when school starts? The Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and T-ach- 
ers is asking its million and a quarter 
members these questions, ang makes 
this appeal on behalf of the pre-school 
child, who does not know what to ask 
for himself, until it is too late to pre- 
vent or remedy the defect. 

“Physical examination was given 
938 pre-school children in Atlanta dur- 
ing the summer round-up of 1927, 579 
were found’ with defects which needed 
immediate attention. Parents were 
notified of these defects and urged to 
enter the child in school 100 per cent 
perfect. The physical examination by 
a physician and registtation for kin- 
dergarten will be conducted this year 
May 1,--2, 3 and 4, at each of the 
elementary schools, 

“The pre-school age is the most dan- 
gerous of all life periods. One-third 
of all the deathg of the nation occur 
before the age of six years. There 
are ten times as many deaths during 
the first five vears, as in the first 
ten years of school life. Eighty per 
cent of the deaths from diphtheria, 
three-fourths of those due to. scarlet 
fever, and two-thirds of those from 
measles octur before the age of five 
years,

HE outstanding feature’ of 
world trade developments 
during the last two years has 
been the astonishing recov- 
ery of Germany. The Reich

The Pool of the Thames at London

ment of the economlc strength of the 
British Empire, would mean the loss 
or serious curtailment of the buying 
power of our best customer. The 
British Empire accounts for no less 
than 42 per cent of our entire export 
trade. We have only to look back to 
1926 and 1927 to see what happens 
to our exports when Britain’s trade is 
impaired. Our sales to her last year 
were more than $130,000,000 below 
the 1926 figure, due very largely to 
the crippling of her buying power du- 
ring the disastrous labor troubles in 
the latter part of 1926. 

Our sales last year to the eight 
major units of the Empire consider- 
ably exceeded $2,000,000,000. Ob- 
viously any factor which jeopardizes 
that formidable trade will be felt in 
every corner of the United States. 
It is made up of contributions from 
the cereal farms in the Middle West, 
the cotton and tobacco plantations of 
the South, the fruit orchards of the 
Pacific Coast, the lumber mills of the 
Northwest and the Gulf states, and 
rapidly increasing shipments from the 


automobile factories of Detroit and ~ 


thousands of small plants through the 
industrial districts of New England and 


the Middle Atlantic states. 

All these far-flung interests hold 
substantial stakes in the trade of the 
empire, and even the most casual ob- 
server should appreciate the vital 
need on our part for the. closest and 
most sympathetic observations of 
British conditions, not as a matter of 
shallow emotionalism-but as a propo- 
sition of ordinary common business 
sense. 

Nor is this stake exclusively one of 
markets and of the obvious interests 
of a merchant in the welfare and good 
will of his best customer. American 
citizens have today about $4,000,- 
000,000 invested, in one form or 
another in British territories. This is 
nearly one-third of our total overseas 
investments; it is nearly double our 
holdings in all parts of the world a 
few years before the war. 

And be it remembered that these 
securities and property interests are 
held not by a small group of Wall 
Street bankers who happen to serve 


as intermediaries for the negotiations.

Strides Ahead 


States and the empire is the steadily 
mounting.total of our importations 
from the various dominions and colo- 
They are the chief sources of 
many of our most essential raw ma- 
terials, the indispensable staples of 
our leading industries. There were 
recent instances in the past which are 
too well remembered to require de- 
tailed review here, where this depen- 
dence on our part has been rather 
drastically, and, according to subse- 
quent developments, evidently un- 
wisely exploited through attempted 
monopoly manipulation of the prices 
of raw materials. 

The consequent shift in the sources 
drawn upon by American industries, 
notably in the case of rubber reclama- 
tion and purchasing from non-British 
sources, together with the campaign 
for more frugal usage and particularly 


for concerted buying on the part of 
consumers, has apparently taught a 
salutary lesson to the promoters of 
these schemes and laid the ground- 
work for n:uch more soundly eco- 
nomic negctiation in these vital 
trages. Qu impeat from the em- 
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pire last vear exceeded $1,250,000,- 
000, or well over 30 per cent of our 
total. 

It is not difficult to seek the ex- 
planation of the strength of this com- 
mercial interdependence. On _ the 
side of exports it should be noted 
that the empire is made up of many 
economically new lands which re- 
Quire to a peculiar degree the types 
of commodities that the United States 
is in a position to supply. The awak- 
ening of industrial potentialities of 
Canada, Australia and India demands 
machine equipment of the latest type. 
In some cases the factor of labor 
shortage is precisely that with which 
the United States has been struggling. 

Then, too, the exploitation of their 
vast natural resources calls for the 
Same equipment which has been in- 
volved in our own economic evoiution 
in the iast generation or two—-mining 
machinery, agricultural implements, 
lumbering and irrigation supplies, 
road-building apparatus and cheap, 
Sturdy automotive equipment. 

It is no mere accident that Australia 
is by far our leading market for auto- 
motive products, having absorbed 
over $41,000,000 worth im 1927. 
Canada is second, with more than 
$32,000,000. Also, as our demand 
for their raw materials increases, 
there is a consequent improvement in 
buying power in the dominions and 
colonies which helps the mother coun- 
try by stimulating their consumption 
of semi-luxuries of the cheaper sort, 
low-priced textiles, novelties, cheap 
hardware and other miscellaneous 
items which always have been a vital 
factor in England’s exports. 

There has been occasional alarm 
among English merchants .over the 
progress of our export .trade in the 
dominions—the fact, for example, 
that our sales to Australia have 
jumped since 1913 from about $43,- 
000,000 to $169,000,000, and that 
those to New Zealand have more than 
quadrupled in the same time, having 
gone from $10,000,000 to $42,000,- 
000; and those to India have grown 
at an even greater rate, rising from 
$11,000,000 to $50,000,000. 

In every case this has involved 
practically a doubling of the propor- 
tion of the total imports coming from 
the United States. But upon closer 
scrutiny it is evident that the exports 
of the mother country also have 
grown in the same time. Her sales 
to India have risen from about $350,- 
000,000 to more than $420,000,000; 
those to Australia and New Zealand 
have gone up from about $220,000,- 
600 to more than $406,000,000 since 
1913. 

‘In other words, the American ex- 
pansion has clearly been in large part 
built up out of commodities which the 
mother country has net been in a 
position to supply. Indeed, England 
obviously has profited by the general 
improvement in the buying powers of 
the dominions as stimulated by their 
increasing sales of raw materials to 
the United States. .Today she finds 
in the Australian and New Zealand 
markets an outlet for no less than 
13.36 per cent of her total overseas 
sales, as compared with about 8.7 per 
cent in 1913. 

There obviously are many lines in 
which competition will develop be- 
tween English and American mer- 
chants seeking the patronage of the 
‘colonial markets, but even within 
~ broader groups of wares there still 
is room for the specialties of each 
country withoutt serious impairment 
to the trade of the other. 

For example, in such a highly im- 
portant line as textiles, in which the 
merchants of both countries now are 


desperately combing the world for. 


openings, it has been observed that 


the diversity of demand for varying 
grades of fabrics has offered ample 
opportunity for substantial sales by 
both British and American firms. The 
specialization of the 'atter on tvpes of 
industrial f2brics and certain grades of 
denims and of various lines of knit 
goods specialties — hosiery, bathing 
Suits, etc.—miakes it cuite possible for 
the trade of both countries to grow 
in the broad field of textes among 
many lines of their respective special- 
ties without serious corfl'ct. 

This ts, of course, the case in the 
exploitation of any economically new 
country; and with the w despread in- 
troduction of new -“Guciries and the 
awakenirg of long Cormant earning 
capacity on the part cf wage earners, 
the determining factor in the growth 
of either England’s export trade or 
ours into those markets is primarily 
one of the changing standards of liv- 
ing. 

The mndustrial potentia'ties of these 
awakening lands have. of course, 
scarcely been touched. We are fa- 
miliar with the extraordinary develop- 
ments ef Canada and the part played 
therein by American capital and 
equipment. Evea more fantastic, 
though ef course not nearly so pre- 
tentious, are the beginnings of the fac- 
tory movement in India, where iron 
and steel, cotton and paper mills are 
beginning to cut in on certain grades 
of imports 
rather than the United States) and ac- 
tually beginning to make contribu- 
tions on the export side. 

The latent water power along the 
flanks of the mighty Himalayas is 
just beginning to be appreciated. Ac- 
cording to some estimates, the Punjab 
alone is capable of developing over 
2,000,000 horsepower. Australia 1s 
not quite so fortunate in this regard, 
although even here there has -been 
substantial headway in the exploita- 
tion of some hydro-electric facilities. 

The industrial movement there has 
been impaired by a series of labor 
troubles and by certain difficulties 
with regard to policies in government 
Ownership or control. Lack of capi- 
tal also has been embarrassing, al- 
though on this score the foreign loan 
burden carried by the commonwealth 
has reached the formidable figure of 
more than $6,000,000,000, or about 
$1,000 per capita. + Every induce- 
ment is being offered to attract branch 
plants of foreign manufacturers, 
through the adjustments of the tariffs 
so as to favor parts and supplies as 
against the finished commodities, and 
a considerable headway has been 
made, particularly in the field of mo- 
tors. 

Quite evidently the most conspicu- 
ous feature of the revival of British 
business in 1928 will be what might be 
called its “empire consciousness.” 
The doctrine of imperial preference as 
expressed primarily in favorable tariff 
adjustments among the different units 
of the empire is, of course, several 
decades old. In certain particulars it 
goes back as far as the middle of the 
nineteenth century. 

But the war has brought a totally 
mew set of factors, and the dark, dis- 
astrous years of the climb out of the 
1921-’22 pit have stressed most vivid- 
ly the emphatic necessity of. every 
possible effort for economic cohesion 
and collaboration. We undoubtedly 
Shall see, as the year develops, a series 
of efforts in this direction more wide- 
spread~and far-reaching than any 
hitherto. 

Sir Alfred Mond, the distinguished 
chemical magnate, has sketched a 
more or less Utopian picture of the 
empire as a self-contained economic 
unit with unrestricted intra-imperial 


(largely from Europe 


freedom of commerce and an effec- 
tive barrier of prohibitive. tariffs and 
other trade limitations and restrictions 
against the rest of the world. 

There are, however, certain funda- 
mental difficulties which will be en- 
countered by any such program. 
There are, of course, in the first place, 
the very widely differing standards of 
living, the profound variation of eco- 
nomic fabrics and backgrounds, and 
the inevitable trade rivalries among 
the empire units. These will make for 
intermittent bickerings and differences 
which it will be impossible for even 
the vast emotional, though none the 
less potent, force of the sentimental 
union of the empire to overcome. 

The friction which already has de- 
veloped between Canada and Aus- 
tralia as the result of the latter’s en- 
forcement of the Patterson plan—a 
bounty scheme on dairy products, 
which encountered the Canadian anti- 
dumping laws—is but typical of the 
problems which will impair the fulfill- 
ment of Sir Alfred’s conception. 


Nevertheless, the effort toward 
stronger trade ties withm the empire 
will continue, and in view of its con- 
stant ramifications affecting the ex- 
ports of many of our commodities, it 
will be a phase of British trade which 
must be most carefully observed. It 
is obviously not a policy subject as 
such criticism, since it is a2 Common 
practice among all colonizing nations, 
including ours. Nevertheless, there 
are possibiities of discrimination 
which will have to be carefully noted. 
The last annual budget of the United 
Kingdom, as announced on April 11, 
1927, contained several typical items 
of imperial preference affecting our 
trade. A substantial 33 1-3 per cent 
ad valorem duty was fixed on tires, 
with. British Empire products being 
given a preferential reduction of one- 
third of this rate. Somewhat similar 
schedules were fixed for tobacco, 
matches and glassware. 

A further factor in this movement 
which will be of particular interest to 
American manufacturers and farmers 
and their respective export organiza- 
tions is the British Empire Marketing 
Board. This was launched in the 
spring of 1926 and contemplates not 
simply the stimulation of intra-im- 
perial trade but also a broad program 
of scientific research into problems of 
production and marketing in the 
dominions and colonies, as well as 


“campaigns for general imperial trade 


publicity and education. It is financed 
on an annual budget of $5,000,000 
for ten years, which is to be further 
supplemented by various non-official 
contributions and also by subsidies 
from the treasuries of colonies and 
dominions. 

An important aspect of it is evi- 
dently to be the stimulation of the 


exports of agricultural commodities 


from different parts of the empire to 
the mother country, notably cotton 
and tobacco, and in view of the prom- 
inence of those items in our own 
commerce with England it will be well 
for our interested dealers and co- 
operatives to observe the plan with 
some Care. 

A widespread advertising campaign 
already has been launched, including 
displays in colonial papers in con- 
nection with fairs and expositions. 
Schools, bill-boards, lecture platforms, 
mation picture films and various “em- 
pire trading weeks’’ also are to be fea- 
tured. Numerous scientific research 
agencies are being endowed, especially 
in the field of tropical agriculture, 
dairying, fisheries, plant diseases, etc. 
Reports already have been. issued 
dealing with trades in various lines of 
fruit, dairy products and provisions. 

It is by all odds the most preten- 


tieus, comprehensive effort ever 
launched in matters affecting the eco- 
nomic interests of the empire—tfar 
beyond the more or less futile at- 
tempts in previous years at occasional 
expositions, immigration promotion 
schemes and such—and although it is 
evidently directed in some respects at 
commodities in competition with our 
own, there will be many phases of the 
work of the board which will react 
upon the general buying power and 
improved economic strength of the 
dominions and the mother country 
which will certainly stimulate our ex- 
ports to these important markets. 

This imposing effort to strengthen 
the empire should by no means con- 
vey the impression that that far-flung 
organization has not already made 
mighty strides since 1913. The total 
trade, both exports and imports, of 
the entire group last year was about 
§ 20,000.000,000, or more than dou- 
ble that of the United States, with 
its $9,000,000,000. This represents 
an mcrease of nearly 60 per cent since. 
1913, which, even with liberal deduc- 
tions fer price changes in that time, 
leaves still a good margin of actual] 
growth. 

it is interesting to note that the 
proportion of the trade of the various 
empire units which they carry on with. 
their associates within the “‘family’’ is 
just about the same at present as it 
was before the war. Approximately 
40 per cent of the total imports of the 
dominions and mother country come 
from the members of the empire. On 
the export side, the intra-imperial 
Share is about 44 per cent. In each 
case these figures are almost exactly 
the same as before the war. 


After all, the crux of the situation 
seems to be the fundamental recovery 
within the mother country. She still 
is faced with many formidable prob- 
lems, perhaps the chief of which is 
the questions of surplus population 
and consequent unemployment. On 
the latter score the statistics have 
heen steadily more reassuring of late; 
the total number receiving employ- 
ment doles has fallen from 1,600,- 
000 to a little more than 1,000,000 in 
the last eighteen months—much of 
the improvement due, of course, to 
the solution of the coal strike in 1926. 

But before indulging in undue 
mourning over the size of that total 
of a million still unoccupied it is well 
to note that they include large num- 
bers of more or less casual “‘floaters”’ 
—the type of. chronic unemployed 
who are always drifting about the 
edges of every large industrial com-_ 
munity. There is also the very Ssig- 
nificant fact that Britain is today em- 
ploying over 1,250,000 more workers 
in her factories than she did before 
the war. 

Admittedly there has been, and still 
continues to be, distress in many 
fields notably in the staple lines of 
coal, cotton goods, iron and steel, and, 
until recently, shipbuilding—but_ in 
each of these there are definite signs 
of improvement as the world markets 
in general gain strength. Britain’s de- 
pendence upon those world markets is, 
of course, proportionately. more ex- 
tensive than is the case with any of 
her leading commercial rivals. At 
least 80 per cent of her total com- 
mercial life is beyond her shores, and 
she can hope for permanent prosper- 
ity only as her overseas markets re- 
gain strength. 

Nevertheless, improvement is un- 
questionably on the way. The total 
operations of the Bankers’ Clearing 
House in London for 1927 showed a 
substantial increase. The volume of 
manufactured British experts still 
dominates the world’s trade. im that

“Did 
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What Has Happened to Justice? 


Iwo Manhattan Murder Mysteries 
In Which the Police Were Almost 
Without Clues to Work On 


HE CONSTITUTION today 

# presents the stories of two 
recent Manhattan mysteries 
as profound as any the New 
York city police department 
has ever tackled. 


One is the mystery of Mrs. Emma 
Weigand, whose body was found in 
the women’s washroom of a busy 


downtown subway station. The mur- 
der had been committed at about 
11:30 a. m., when crowds of persons 
were constantly entering and leav- 
ing the station. Though it first Ieo*- 
ed like a suicide, ‘ 
no weapon ceuld be 
found. And _ there 
was evidence that 
the body had been 
shifted to delay dis- 
covery. 

The riddle re-. 
mained unsolved. 

The other is the 
strange murder of 
Dr. Jacob Gross, a 
dentist, in his office. 
Dr. Gross had been 
shot, apparently by 
a patient sitting in 
the dentist chair. 
The _ investigation 
disclosed that, while 
the dentist’s prac- 
tice had been small, 
he had been depos- 
iting $200 to $300 
a day in the bank. 
The source of this 
income was never 
revealed. Another 
detail which came 
out was that a 
young woman some 
five years before had charged Gross 
with being the father of her child. 
The charge had been dismissed for 
lack of evidence. 

” * + 


Mystery murders appeal to the 
public, but they are very annoying 
to the police. Two more or less re- 
cent instances were the mystery of 
Emma Weigand and the strange trag- 
edy of Dr. Jacob Gross. In both 
these cases the police found them- 
selves facing practically ‘clewless 
crimes. And in both of them the po- 
lice, and consequently justice, failed. 

The story of Emma Weigand dif- 
fers in one respect from the general 
run of mystery murders—assuming 
that it was a murder and not a sut- 
cide. The difference was in the lo- 
cale. Mrs. Weigand died in no lone- 
ly lovers’ lane, deserted woods or 
quiet house in the dead of night; she 
met.her end in a busy subway station 
in the heart of lower Manhattan. 

It was the City Hall station of. the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit, situated 
within a stone’s throw of the mayor’s 
office. The time was about 11:30

On the morning in question, be- 
| fore the discovery of 
the body, things were 
as they usually are in 
the City Hall station 
of the B.-M. T. Trains 
roared in at the long 
platform, passengers 
poured in and out, the 
trains pulled away. A 
Steady stream of per- 
sons flowed up the 
stairways to the street 
or through the bright- 
' ly lighted tunnel which 
connects the station 
with the Woolworth 
buNding across the 
way, and _ another 
stream made its way 
through the clattering 
turnstiles. 
Up above, on 
Broadway and on Park 
place, traffic moved 
noisily along; te hur- 
rying thousands bus- 
tled about their busi- 
ness, 
The station clock 
had reached 11:45 
when Miss Sarah Lipschitz, 18 years 
old, alighted from a 
southbound train and en- 
tered the women’s wash- 
room at the southern- 
most end of the plat- 
form, near the exit lead- 
ing to the Woolworth 
building. Miss Lipschitz 
taught English to Russian 
immigrants; it was her 
custom very Friday to 
leave her home in 
Brooklyn at 11 a. m. to 
visit an agency in the 
Tribune build- 
ing on Park. Row. 
The agency -sup- 
plied her with pu- 
pils. 

Inside the wash- 
room the girl took 


out a small mirror 
from her handbag. She was about 
to apply some powder to her face 
when she saw something which ar- 
rested her attention—a woman’s 
foot protruding from below the door 
of a booth.

The door of the 
booth was locked, being one of those 
pay toilets where one must insert a 
nickel in the slot to open the door. 

Miss Lipschitz 
produced a nickel; 
Furlong turned the 
handle. 

The body was 
that of a woman 
of about 35. She. | 
had been shot just | 
under the collar- 
bone on the right 
side, a powder 
mark the size of a 
quarter showing 
there. The bul- 
let had _ passed 
through to emerge 
on the left side of 
the back just un- 
der the shoulder- 
blade. 

It was later es- 
tablished that the woman had. died 
about fifteen minutes before. 

She wore a tan jersey cloth dress, 
tan hat and black stockings and 
pumps. She had-brown bobbed hair. 
The features were attractive. Beside 
the body was a pocket- 
book—but the officer 
decided not to touch the 
pocketbook or anything 
else in the washroom. 

“Suicide, I guess,’”’ he 
remarked.

Within a short time 
twenty detectives were at 
the station. Squads of 
uniformed police _ held 
back the curious while 

the sleuths pains- 
takingly went over 
the scene. And soon 
they found other evi- 
dence of ‘murder be- 
sides the absence of

which had no lock and was nearest 
the entrance, the detectives observed 
a crimson stain at the base of the 
wall. In the wall at the back of the 
booth was a bullet hole. 

The first bullet, they decided, had 
missed the woman; the second had 
taken effect. Then the murderer 
had dragged the victim to the second 
booth to delay discovery. But for 
Miss Lipschitz noticing the protruding, 
oddly-twisted foot, the corpse might 
have remained there for hours. 

Lieutenant Harry Butts, the pistol 
expert, found the fragments of a 
brass-jacketed bullet in the washroom. 
It had burst into eleven pieces. After 
much painstaking work, Butts was 
able to say that the bullet had been 
fired from a_ .32-caliber automatic 
pistol. 

The area of powder indicated that 
the pistol had been held against the 
woman’s breast. 

Identified. — 

Through a slip of paper found in 

the woman’s pocketbook and a com-

mutation ticket, the police soon iden- 
tified the body. The commutation 
ticket had been issued to ‘Mrs. Emma 
Weigand,” and the slip, which bore 
the telephone number of the Eye, 
Ear and Throat hospital on East Sixe 
ty-second street, Manhattan, stated, 
‘‘Admit for operation.” 

The victim was Mrs. Emma Wek 
gand, 39 years old, mother of three 
children. She had married Frank 
Weigand, a chauffeur, sixteen years 
before, but they had been separated 
for three years. The cause of the 
Separation was said to have been the 
husband’s heavy drinking. Since then 
the wife had lived with her mother 
and children in the Bronx. She had 
worked as a millinery designer for 
an establishment oa 
East 49th street. 

On this particular 
morning Mrs. Wek 
gand had taken her 
eight-year-old daugh 
ter, Dorothea, to the 
hospital and left her 
there. The child was 
to remain for a pe- 
riod of examination. 
The hospital author 
ties had been the last 
to see her alive. Mrs, 
Frieda Ahles,_ the 
dead woman’s mothe 
er, Said her daugh- 
ter had intended go- 
ing downtown to buy 
some stockings at a 
sale. 

It was established that the woman 
must have gone directly to the sub- 
way from the hospital. 

In the meanwhile the police had 
been questioning the last person 
known to have been in the washroom 
before the body was discovered by 
Miss Lipschitz. This person was the 
colored porter, Wendell Godfrey, 25 
years old. 

Godfrey told the detectives that he 
had reported for work at 8a,m. He 
had swept the platform and washed 
down the walls of the washrooms, 
Then he went about picking up pa- 
pers and sweeping some more. At 
11:15 o’clock, said Godfrey, he again 
went into the women’s washroom. 

The porter admitted later to AS 
sistant District Attorney William F. 
Ryan that this second visit was sel- 
dom made. He said he found nothing 
amiss. Directly after this inspection 
he set out for his home in Brooklya, 
where he had his luncheon as usual. 

The husband, of course, was ques- 
tioned, but established an alibi. He 
said he had been working all day ia 
Long Island City, and detectives found 
this to be true. 

“! do not know of any affairs she 
might possibly have had and I am 
sure She was the sort of woman whe 
wouldn’t have an enemy in the 
world,”’ said Weigand. 

Later it developed that a gold ring 
set with onyx, and about $12 had been 
Stolen from Mrs. Weigand. The miss- 
ing ring was the first clew and the 
only clew the detectives were able to 
uncover which promised any definite 
hope of sutcess in finding the mur- 
derer. But the ring was never traced. — 

Said Inspector John J. Stapleton: 

“We have been forced to the con- 
clusion that Mrs. Weigand did not 
commit suicide but was shot. 

“The absence of any clews that 
would indicate suicide leads us to be- 
lieve, at the close of the fourth day’s 
investigation, that we are dealin 
with a murder. We are trying to fin 
the revolver but thus far we have 
not had any suceéess. Every detective 
in the department has been assigned 
to the case and while we don’t want 
to admit defeat, we have not as yet 
been able to find anything that might

“ URIOSITY is a trait so common 
as often to be accused of vul- 
garity The defense, of coyrse, 

is as obvious as the reasons for the ac- 
cusation or the trait itself: the spirit 
ot inquiry is the basis of knowledge.

haunts of the bird and a final, breathlessly stealthy 

stalk. 

The wood thrush frequents deep woods. It was late 
spring. Mosquitoes and midges were abroad. Progress 
was slow for various reasons. Haste in the woods is 
always blind. If you want to see the life of the forest, 
extreme deliberation and circumspection are required, 
Life there is hushed and stealthy, and to catch even 
a glimpse of it the searcher must move cautiously, with 
a minimum of twig-snapping and brush-swishing. 
There must be frequent brief halts for observation. 

In this instance the woods were sadly cluttered’ for 
quiet going. There were patches of blackberry bushes 
which clutched maliciously at clothing, camera and 
tripod; witchhopple, which in places filled the lower 
plane of the forest with ‘its white blooms, sought slyly 
to snare unwary legs; here and there were outcrop-

pings of rock, smeared with treacherously damp moss, 
whose sole mission seemed to be to betray clumsy feet 
into bone/breaking crevices; there were swales, rank 
with tangled alders, in which feet sank ankle deep in 
black Muck as I forced my way through.

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The Mother Wood Thrush Turns 
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Back Home Again C 

In the nesting season birds are generally somewhat reluctant to 
leave their nests, but the utmost caution is necessary, nevertheless, as 
the camera must be mounted within twenty-five or thirty feet, at the 
farthest. With an eye always on the brooding thrush, I unlimbered 
my tripod and mounted the camera. Every movement was made with 
the utmost deliberation, and time and again I froze into immobility as 
a neryous movement on the part of the bird seemed to indicate prepa- 


ration for flight. 


The bird remained on the nest, how- 
ever, and. after one searching glance 
to make certain that all was well with 
the camera and that no bough, swaye 
ing in the breeze, could intervene at 
the instant 1 pressed the bulb, I snapped 
the shutter. The wood thrush, at the 
same instant took a more erect posie 
tion in the nest, which resulted in @ 
better pose than I had hoped for. 

That time I had been hunting a wood 
thrush and hada found one, but the 
camera hunt often has an unexpected 
termination. On various excursions I 
had noticed a wooded island in a small 
lake, which always seemed populous 
with -bluejays, and one spring day I 
rowed out to it, intent upon getting a 
picture of a blue jay on its nest. 

Juniper trees were numerous on the 
island and upon one of them I descried 
a nest and made my way to it, confi- 
dent of finding a bluejay—or waiting - 
until one should appear. Upon -cioser 
view, howeve:, I found that it was not 
a bluejay’s nest, although it resembled 
it in every respect, except that it was 
much larger. Within it were five pale 
bluish-green eggs, quite different from 
any I ever had seen before. 

I was poised upon a limb peering into 
the nest when there was a rustling flap 
of quickly arrested wings, and a little 
green heron hung poised in midair 
within a few feet of my face. Our ase 
tonishment was mutual, but the green 
heron recovered first, and whisked out 
of sight among the tree tops. 

The mystery of the large nest and 
the five eggs was solved. No bluejays’ 
nests were to be found, but I was quite 
satisfied. I pyhotographed the nest and 
eggs and rowed away, pursued by the 
raucous jeers of the bluejays, not one 
of which had been in sight before. 

It was several weeks before I returned. 
Five ungainly young herons gccupied the 
nest in the juniper tree. They craned 
their long necks over the edge to watch 
me and went into a frenzy of excite- 
ment as I climbed toward them.

For already the orient had begun

is an improvement over her 1913 
Share of 37.8 per cent, although, of 
course, it does not represent as rapid 
a growth as our share, which rose 
from about 15 per cent to more than 
23 per cent of the total contributions 
of fabricated wares of the United 
Kingdom, France, Germany and the 
United States to the world’s com- 
merce. 3 

There are ample indices of the 
steady improvement in living stand- 
ards and buying power, those funda- 
mental factors of everyday life which 
indicate the actual strengthening of 
the economic fiber of the nation. Per- 
haps nothing brings this out more 
clearly than the astonishing increase 
in our exports of certain types of semi- 
luxury Consumer goods during the last 
seven years. 

In 1921 we sold the United King- 
dom about $800,000 worth of auto- 
mobiles; last year we sold them more 
than $8,600,000 worth. Raisin sales 
rose in that time from less than $1,- 
000,000 to nearly $5,000,000. Our 
apple exports jumped during those 
vears from $11,000,00 to $18,000,- 
000; oranges from less than $200,- 
000 to more than $2,500,000; canned 
goods from $10,000,000 to §$15,- 


000,000, and undressed fur from $6,- 
800,000 to more than $11,000,000. 
All of these are items which figure 
only on the budgets of at least mod- 
erately contented homes, and their 
Surprising growth brings out very 
clearly the improving prosperity of 
Britain and its reactions on trades 
which originate in all parts of the 
United States. 

Indubitably the empire is gaining 
strength, and 1928 will probably set 
a. memorabie mark in that progres- 
sion. From the point of view of 
American business, be it remembered 
that this is a strength which will mani- 
fest itself even more in the stimula- 
tion of the buying power of a market 
that takes more than two-fifths of the 
$5,000,000,000 worth of farm and 
factory products that we sell abroad 
every year, a buying power which, as 
it gains in momentum, will manifest 
itself most helpfully, not only in direct 
relations with us, but in invigorating 
our trade in thousands of markets in 
other parts of the world from which 
the empire in turn will be making new 
surchases. 

Britain will still have many prob- 
lems—imperial harmony, economic as 
well as political; continued heavy tax- 
ation burdens, which have been one 
of the leading deterrents of the recov- 
ery of the mother country; world- 


wide distress in some of her leading’ 
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its eternal haggling over infinitesimal 
values. Already the bazaars had 
opened their shutters; the alleys and 
market places were packed with a 
coiling, milling, gesticulating mob of 
customers and itinerant merchants.

there for photography. One of the 
young cuckoos already had its feath- 
ers and was capable of flight, so no 
time could be lost. With the utmost 
care, I detached the nest from the 
branch and carried it out through the 
tangle to the light. Both small oc- 
cupants sat up like good little chil- 
dren all through the ordeal. When 
the picture had been taken 1 replaced 
the nest, the birds still in it. 

With the -possible exception of a 
woodchuck, a snapping turtle was the 
most cantankerous camera subject I 
have encountered. I had to carry him 
for several rods by the tail, and dur- 
ing the journey he made the most 
earnest efforts to reach my legs with 
his beak. 

And when I put him down to photo- 
graph him, he charged the camera 
with a ponderous imitation of speed 
and rage which no Andalusian bull 


could surpass.

Have you ever wondered why we paste “‘Kick Me”’ signs 
on our friends, feed them candy filled with soap, and do all the 
other tricks asociated with April Fools’ days? 

Historians offer many explanations as to the starting of 


this old custom. 


One of the best of them lays it to the change 


from the old calendar, by which the year started about April 1, 
to our present scheme, with the year starting on January 1. 
When this change was made the New Year celebrations were 
moved to the new date, and the former celebrations that had 
taken place around April 1 were discontinued. 

But many people objected to the change, and they became 
the butt of all sorts of.jokes and mockery. Their friends sent 
them mock New Year’s greetings, paid them foolishly formal 


visits, and generally “‘cut up.” 


Thus the customs were started.
